The procinmation 
recommends the establishment of an equilibrium 
in the budget, the immediate improvement of pub- 
lic education, and reorganization of the Ministry 
of Justice and Council of State, and directs the 
Ministers to devise a form of government suitable 
to all British subjects without distinction, so as to 
secure the liberty of every individual. 

The Imperial proclamation also expresses the 
hope that the bonds of friendship between Turkey 
and all foreign powers will be drawn closer.

THE STATEMENT. 
To the Western Ansoctated Press. 

Wasninaron, D. C., June 1.—Secretary Robe- 
son appeared before the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs to-day, and explained at length 
account with A. G. Cattell & Co., which he 
showed was fatrly settled on the 18th of OMo- 
ber, 1871. He paid them in money value. 
The wrong done to him was by a public 
tion of detached portions of testimony. 
The Committee would see by a fair 
analysis that he had tarned from one account-book 
to another, covering 100 pages, in order to give 
this explanation. 

The Secretary also referred to the testimony of 
Mr. Lewis, Reoelver of the late irm of Jay Cooke 
& Co., that at the time the firm failed he owed it 

18,000, borrowing in two months , 000 and 

000. This latter amount was mentioned in the 
testimony seven times, making it appear to be 


THE CATTELLS. 

The Sceretary circumstantially related his busi- 
ness transactions with A. G. Cattell & Co. at that 
period, from which it appeared that he had loaned 
them $25, 600, or $7,600 more than he had to pay. 
Cattell & Co. began to pay him back as was con- 
venient, and the account was closed by their giv- 
ing bim a check for $2,500. The Secretary pro- 
duced all the notes and checks. The indebt- 
edness to the firm of Jay Cooke & Co. 
was settled. The Secretary aleo explained the 
item of $13,000, which a4 red on Caltell’s 
books, as an amount owing by him for building-lot 
and at a Branch. The property was 
not at Long Branch but 2 miles off, at Warmouth 
Beach. In 1871, a number of gentlemen formed a 
company and entefed into a specalation by buying 
it on credit and dividing it into building low. He 
went into the speculation, believing, with others 
gentlemen, that they could sell enough of property 
to pay them all back what they had advanced, and 
ate a good deal of money besides. It was not, 
however, convenient for him at that time to go 
into speculation, andspend money. A. G Cattell 
covered his shares as been done for several 
other subscribers. The Secretary never had any 
agreement with the firm about this business. It 
was with A. G. Cattell himeelf for a deed of one- 
half of a piece of property on Sixteenth street, 
which was worth about , 000. 

As much bas been said about A. G. Cattell 
receiving commissions on contracts, the Secretary 
desired to say that each transaction on Cattell's 
part was in all respects 

UNKNO AND UNAUTHORIZED BY HIM. 

He eaid his relations with A. G. Cattell & Co. were 
such that if in a legitimate way and doing business 
as ether people, they conld by the con- 
tracts in their line make money, he 
should not de sorry, although he would 

refer that they should not have contracts. He 
had no personal knowledge of the Cattells receiv- 
ing commissions on contracts. Information, how- 
ever, reached him eighteen months ago that A. G. 
Cattell had applied to several us to be em- 

loyed by them in connection with their contracts. 
Re recollected hearing of John Roach, Cramp Swift, 
a live oak @ontractor, and Quintard, beingapfoached 
He did not remember who informed about the 
matter, but when he spoke to anybody he was per- 
fectly certain that in every ce he said that 
Cattell must have nothing to co with contracts of 
the Navy Department other than in the line of their 
legMimate business. How strong he made this 
language he could not recall in words, but that 
he expressed himself strongly in every instance 
he waseure. He desired to say that since he 
had been Secretary of the Navy he had never given 
a contract for supplies, and thie statement he be- 
lieved would be verified by gentlemen now present, 
embracing almost every one who had been chief of 
a bureau in the Navy Department since he had 
held the office of Secretary of War. Nor had ne 
ever dictated, orally, or in writing, that favoritism 
should be shown to any man. He had never dic- 
tated, or suggested, or hinted, or 
spoken to any one for the purpose of 
having persons favored in the matter of contracts. 
There were a dozen men now present of the high- 
ert respectability in the navy who could testify to 
the truth of this statement. The Secretary, how-

taken by counsel for Gen. Belknap on the im- 
peachment trial shows that Belknap intends to 
contest the trial at every step, and to take ad- 
vantage of every technicality. Carpenter ar 
gued for time.

of reorganizing the staff department with a 
view to economy and efiiciency. He said that 
ever since the army was organlged there had 
been those who deatred to crlpp © its efficiency and 
overthrow a great sentiment of honor for tioal 
effect. He called attention to the fact one 
law proposed to be repealed by thie act was one 
providing that no person who had served in the 
Vonfederate service should be appoipted to the 
army. That clanse had been Inserted because a 
similar act had been passed by the House. 

Mr. Banning, Chalrman of the Milltary Com- 
mittee, spoke in advocacy of the bill, He was un- 
able to aee in the bill anything but what demanded 
of men on both sides of the House an honest, just, 
and full consideration that the army might re- 
organized, and the shame and dlegrace which have 
on brought on the army by its late administra- 
tion and head might de put a stop to, 

Mr. Hurlbut’s substitute .was then rejected— 
yeas, 88; nays, 44.

The bill to amend Title 53 of the revised statutes, 
relating to merchant seamen, Was taken up.

yereone Conepire and agree together with fraudu- 
ent or malicious intent, wrongfully and wickedly 
to injure the person, character, business, or 
property of another, orto obtain any money by 
falee pretenses, or to do any illegal act, injarious 
to the public trade, etc., they shall be med 
guilty of conspiracy, and every —— offender, and 
every person convicted of couspira at common 
law, shall be imprisoned in the Penitentiary not ex- 
ceeding three years, or fined not exceeding 
$1,000." Itis aleo provided in the same chapter, 
Sec. 150, p. 372, as follows: 

* Whoever contracts to have or give to himself 
or another the option to sell or buy at a future 
time any grain or other ong pe | stock of any 
railroad or other company, or gold or forestalls 
the market by spreading false rumors to influence 
the price of commodities therein, or corners the 
market, or attempts to do so in relation to any of 
such commodities, shall be fined not less than $10, 
nor more than $1,000, or confined in the County 
Jail not exceeding one year, or both; and all con- 
tracts made in violation of this section ahall be 
considered gambling contracts, and shall be void.” 

Even with Rule 8 repealed or modified, this lion 
in the path will prove very dificult to remove. If 
he protects the short sellers (which I cannot 
perceive that he does), what legal remedy can you 
suggest? It is vain to clamor for change until we 
can be told how to change. A repeal of all rules 
would not change our legal status. Specific per- 
formance of Board of Trade contracts could not be 
enforced because 2 of actual damages 
will in all such cases charge obligations. Hence 
this 6 stion made by your late correspond - 
ent. . ie without value. No Board of 
Trade rule can be made which can com- 
pel the seller to deliver property sold; nor can any 
rule compel the purchaser to take it. They are 
each precisely in the same relation. Both are lia- 
ble, and liable only for such damages as can be 
proved in case of default. The courts and public 
opinion everywhere have for time out of mind 
sanctioned thie as good law. If good everywhere 
else, and for all other merchants and business men, 
why is it not equally good on the Board of Tradeof 
the City of Chicago and for the men who buy and 
sel] there under the protection of the laws?

BLOOD FOR BLOOD. 


A Double-Marderin Edgefield County, 8. C., 
and Lynching of the Six Murderers. 
Charleston (8. C.) News and Courier, May 26. 

John D. Harmon, aged 75, and his wife, Catha- 
rine A. Harmon, aged 50, who lived at Winter 

Seat, in Edgefie!|d County, 20 miles from Green- 

wood, were murdered on Wednesday night. The 

tragedy was first announced on Thursday morning 
by a negro man, Stephen Lake, and when 
the neighbors entered ,the house the 

couple's front room was filled with smoke. 

On the left of a centre table were four 

lampa, a Bible, and a vase of roses, and near the 

bludgeon that had been used in the murder lay the 
bedy of Mr. Harmon. Between hie knees lay his 
hat, and pear hie feet hia epectacios, About 4 feet 
from Mr, Harmon, near the Greplace, lay the body 
of hie wife, with two gaahes im ber head. She had 
fallen with her face slightly turned toward her hua- 
band, and hed apparently died without a struggle. 

The door was dyed with Mood, The fre had been 

kindled by the asensaiuate cover up the traces of 

thelrerime, The dwelling and storehouse had been 
robbed of everything of value in elothing, moge, 

jowelry, and provisions, 
At the * bhe kin ‘Hor of Ste 
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Harmon, on W wee in the geld 1 57 ne 
cotton, and Lar Holloway was plowing; th 
the latter at 11 Gehen dropped hie plow, saying 
that he wae sick and would go home; that the 
next day after the murder his tracks were 
diseove leadi to the spot, where 
other foot-marke were found, and where 
4 — — club had been cut and stripped and the 
bark buried. This club was found near the mur- 
dered couple, @ blow from which had crushed Mr. 
Harmon's skull, The cook's story was that she 
awoke late on Thursday morning, went to the 
house and knocked, but failed to get any answer, 
and then went to Stephen's house and found him 
asleep. They then went to the dwelling, and Ste- 
phen went in thro the front door, which wae 
— and in the parlor found the dead bodies in a 
pool of blood, their clothing and the floor saturated 
with kerosene, the latter on fire. 

The bodies were buried in one grave at Rehoboth 
Church. The inquest was adjourned from day to 
day, the excitement in the community 4 
very h and fresh developments — a Om 
ing made, and at le culminating on last Tues- 
da morning in a confession. 

‘Austin Davie, alias Sam Perry, a negro, was 

caught on Tuesday night below Edgefield Court- 
House. At first he denied all knowledge of the 
murder, but finding the proofs accumulating 
against him, he finally made a clean breast, saying: 

After working for one month for Mr. Hannon, I 
left on Monday r the day of the murder 
and returned on the ednesday following, and 
met Lark eae, on Harmon's place at about 11 

o.clock a. m. ; going to his house 
and I retiring to shade to rest. He returned to me 
after about an hour and a half and cat a dogwood 
stick (the same exhibited to the jury). lasked 
him what he would do with it. He replied: 
ou will see.” I then came to Mr. Harmon's res- 
idence, arriving about supper time. I sat on the 
stone steps a few moments, and went into the 
house. Next time I saw the d ood stick it was 
in the dwelling im the hands ef Stephen Lake, I 
beingin the house when Stephen Lake came in. 
Mrs. Harmon was alone in the room when I en- 
tered. Mr. Harmon came in shortly and says: 
„Well. Sam, you are back again.“ I re —— 
„Ves, str. Mr. Harmon then asked me if 
going to work for him. I replied, ** Yes, Ay * 
suppose so. He then asked me for how much I 
would work for him for two and a half month

A special train, char- 
tered by Jankxrr & Parmer to transport a 
party of actors and a collection of theatrical 
scenery and properties to San Francisco, left 
New York at three minutes past 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and reached Chi- 
cago at precisely 10 o'clock last evening, 
having accomplished the run in twenty 
hours and fifty-seven minutes, the fastest 
time ever made between New York and 
Chicago.

He intimated that counsel 
might, upon consultation, submit the case 
without argument, and claimed that in such 
event every Senator who voted against juris- 
diction would vote in favor of acquittal. Af- 
ter some talk on the part of the Managers, 
the Court adjourned until Tuesday next. 


It appears that the dethroned Sultan of 
Turkey had been laying up ‘Areasures on 
earth to an extent far exceeding that known 
of any modern potentate. ‘The telegram of 
yesterday, announcing the contents of An- 
puL's strong-box, was slightly in error, three 
important ciphers having been omitted 
from the amount in question. It is now 
reported that the Sultan's savings amount- 
ed to one hundred millions of dollars, and 
that the young monarch has seized upon 
this treasure, leaving his miserly uncle a 
shilling short and some distance out of the 
royal palace. If this report proves correct, 
it will be likely to have a healthy influence 
on Turkish finances, which have long been 
at the lowest ebb, and will consequently 
gladden the hearts of English holders of 
Turkish bonds, who have waited long and 
waited in vain fora return in the ahape of 
promised interest, 


MR. BLAINE. 

The latest evidence taken by the Congres 
sonal Committee engaged in investigating 
the charges against Mr. Ia is of a char- 
acter to place his political friends in the 
most embarrassing position, The warmest 
feeling for Mr. Brain personally, and the 
fullest appreciation of his ability and popn- 
larity, cannot blind any one to the fact that 
he has been irrotrievably put on the do- 
fonsive, and that any campaign made for his 
succession to the office of Chief Magistrate 
will necessarily be a campaign of denials, 
explanations, and excuses. It is useless to 
close our eyes to this fact, or to another, 
viz.: That public sentiment just now is un- 
charitable to all public men who are accused 
or placed under suspicion. Mr. Dram may 
be, as we still hope he is, entirely innocent of 
every dishonorable transaction in public and 
private life; but it is his misfortune to have 
been engaged in certain speculative, railroad, 
business transactions, and to have had certain 
business associations that have presented him 
to the public as a speoulator in watered rail- 
road stocks, at the very best, and there is a 
wide impression that this was not becoming 
in him while Speaker of the National House 
of Representatives. Mr. Brame may be 
able to remove all reasonable doubt of his 
personal integrity, but he will scarcely suc-

conciliating that popular resentment which 
is now felt toward public men who are under 
a suspicion of impropriety. If nominated at 
Cincinnati, the Republican -party, on the 
stump and through the newspapers, will be 
forced to constant explanations of certain 
curious or crooked stock transactions con- 
nected with his name which are already so 
numerous and complicated as scarcely to be 
intelligible. Mr. Bram is too experienced 
and shrewd a politician to deny that such a 
necessity is always dangerous and generally 
fatal. The ordinary peril of going before 
the people under these circumstances is in- 
creased at the present time by the general 
predisposition to believe the worst of every 
man and the wide-spread impatience with 
every manner of political speculators. 

The testimony of Moria seems to fur- 
nish a common thread connecting the alleged 
$64,000 Fort Smith & Little Rock bond 
transaction and the later story of Northern 
Pacific revealed in Buiarne’s own letter to 
Fisuer, and recently made public by Acura 
Apams. MvLiican was Fisuen’s confidential 
clerk, and in that capacity settled up some 
outstanding differences between Bam and 
Funn. Mviican’s testimony is not as 
clear and explicit as it might be; it has an 
air of constraint, and carries with it the im- 
pression that something of importance is 
still suppressed. But, taking it as it is, there 
seems to be no doubt that Fisner and Brame 
were mutually interested in wild-cat railroad 
stock speculations. Furs was engaged, for 
one thing, in selling the bonds of the Fort 
Smith & Little Rock Railroad, and Mutiidan 
recalla one transaction in which $130,000 of 
these bonds were sold, carrying with them the 
same amount of common and preferred stock; 
this sale was made by a third party, who ro- 
ccoived from Fianen $62,500 of bonds 
as hia commission, Though Motta did 
not say Hiarne received this commission, his 
testimony leaves that inference, and Mr, 
Funn has only testified that he never gave 
Ia any bonds without consideration ; of 
course Mr, Fiaunn would regard tho services 
of a broker as ample consideration, How. 
ever this may be, Muntiaan testified that ho 
had delivered the $190,000 of bonds to Mr, 
ain, Who had sold them to other partion, 
ere ja where this story hinges on the Han. 
nin, wtory relative to the Tom Boor sale of 
neventy-five bonds to the Union Pacific Rall. 
road for $44,000, Motiioan's understand. 
ing was that aten had disposed of part of 
these bonds to Tom Soorr, Tom Svort's 
wtatement was that he had received them 
from Canpwets, and paid 80 cents on the 
dollar for them, though other testimony 
goes to show that they were selling for only 
45 cents on the dollar and less, with 
stock thrown in and large commissions 
paid. Catpweit is the missing link, and 
he unfortunately suddenly sailed for Europe 
about the time this matter was first made 
public. There is also an ugly circumstance 
in that Roluxs, the Secretary of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, has never yet recollected 
how he got his impression that Bram was 
involved in this transaction, which he admits 
he told Harrison. Certainly the inferénce 
from Muu.ican’s statements is that Bran 
acted as broker for the sale of $130,000 of 
these bonds at 45 cents, and for his services 
received a commission of $62,500 in bonds ; 
that part of these bonds found their way into 
Tom Scorr's hands, who must have had some 
reason for paying nearly double what they 
were worth at the time; and, finally, that 
Tom Soort availed himself of his connection 
with the Union Pacifie Company to unload 
his bad bonds at the exorbitant rate he had 
paid. 


The transaction in Northern Pacific stock 


was likewise between Messrs. Funn and 
Bran, and one of the most suspicious fea- 
tures about this is that Mr. BLamx departed 
from what he has announced as the rule of 
his life. In his statement before the House, 
Mr. Bram said he had always been guided 
by the maxim that ‘‘ Whenever concealment 
is desirable, avoidance is advisable;” but in 
his letter to Fisuzr relative to the sale of a 
one-twelfth share of Northern Pacific stock 
he said: “Keep my name quiet; mention 
it to no one unless to Mr. Catpweiu.” This 
is the same Mr. Catpwrtt who left so unex- 
pectedly for Europe, who is the missing link 
in the Fort Smith & Little Rock bond trans- 
action. Another bad feature of the Northern 
Pacific transaction is that itis a notorious 


fact that the $80,000,000 stock (the one- . 


twelfth part of Jay Coozz's half of which 
Black offered to secure for $25,000) was 
entirely fictitious, since the road was to be 
built from the sale of bonds. The story also 
goes that this stock was to be divided up in 
shares and placed where it would do the 
most good after the manner of the Union 
Pacific stock in the Credit Mobilier opera- 
tions; and the Boston Herald and New York 
Sun have published statements relative to its 
placement, according to programme, among 
certain railroad capitalists and politicians. 
But as Mr. Buarne’s proposed sale to Mr. 
FisHER was never consummated, it is but 
fair to assume that he never received any 
part of this distribution. But the failure of 
Jay Cooxe showed Mr. BLA to be indebted 
to the firm of Jay Cook & Co. in the sum 
af $33,333.33, with accrued’ interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent (Coon was paying 5 per 
cent on deposits), which swelled the sum to 
aver $40,000. This was secured by a mort- 
gage on Mr. T anm'es Washington house, 
which is said to be worth not more than 

25,000; but Mr. Blaine returned to the 
Fisnzr pool the money he had received from 
them for the Northern Pacific stock which 
he had failed to deliver. 

This is as clear a atatenient of the sev- 
oral transactions and their connection as can 
be made from the data 80 far. It is by no 
means conclusive that Mr. Ramm acted cor- 
ruptly, but it is strongly suggestive that he 
acted as a sort of stock-broker while he was 
Speaker of the House, and that he availed 
himself of the peculiar opportunition of his 
position to make money out of certain 
transgotlons in stock where “ concealment” 
Was found desirable.” We confem, that, 
with our present light, we should be at la loss 
to know how to remove this impression, and 
wo uro forced to admit that such an impression 
about a Presidential candidate would bo likea 
millgtone about the neck of the partyrtrying 
to elect him. It is the duty of all tlre delo- 
gates to the Cincinnati Convention ‘to give 
this consideration proper weight. ‘The in- 
torests of the country will not jurdify the 
Republican party in risking defeat even for 
the charitable purpose of vindicating any- 
body, and Mr. Buiarye’s misfortune in the 
present complication, no matter how inno- 
cent he may be, should not be put upon the 
party, which has already misfortwaes enough 
of its own to carry. 


ORGANIZE A BRISTOW Lo! 

The large number of gentlemen in the 
commercial and professional classes of the 
city who believe that Mr. Bristow best 
represents the necessities and purposes of 
the Republican party for the approaching 
Presidential campaign should take immediate 
steps toward the organization of the large 
but diffused sentiment in his behalf in this 
city. The revelations of the last twenty- 
four hours, in the case of one of the most 
conspicuous candidates, render such a course 
more desirable than ever, since there is now 
little doubt that there will be a smashing of 
the slate. Cincinnati has a Bristow Club 
numbering nearly twelve hundred of the lead- 
ing citizens . best Republicans of that 
city. The Barsrow sentiment of Chicago is 
fully as large, if not larger, and it is among 
the same class of men. It is time that this 
sentiment should assert itself, and command 
a recognition. This may be brought about by 
the organization of a Bristow Club, which will 
afford an opportunity for an interchange of 
opinion as to the best means for advancing 
his claims at Cincinnati. But there is no 
time to be lost, as the National Convention 
meets June 14, which is less than two weeks 
from now. Certain gentlemen ought to in- 
terest themselves sufficiently to call a large 
mass meeting, advertise it properly, and ap- 
peal to the patriotic sentiment in the Repub- 
lican party for the nomination of a man who 
will embody in himself more hope of reform 
than could be squeezed out of a thousand 
party platforms. We believe that such a 
movement, immediately and properly brought 
before the community, would result in a dis- 
play of Bristow sentiment that would make 
the politicians pause, and would lead to the 
formation of a volunteer delegation for Cin- 
cinnati that would make itself heard and felt 
thore.

THE INDICTMENT. OF THE COUNTY OFYI- 


The Grand Jury yesterday closed ita busi- 
nous after thirty days of session, The gen- 
oral rowult is sot forth in several apecial in- 
dictmontsa against Pento.at, others against 
Venouat and Kimnra.y, and a comprehen- 
sive indictment against Pantonat and Kis. 
univ, O Donn, and werrasn, and 
againat five present and four ex-members of 
the Hoard of County Commissioners, The 
logal charge ia that of conspiracy to defraud 
Oook County, Mr, Pantonat bas for sev- 
eral years held the position of Executive 
Manager of the Onanoial affaira of Cook 
County, that is, the expenditure depart- 
mont. Personally, or in the name of others, 
he has held the controlling interest in all the 
contracts ot other measures for the expendi- 
ture of money. He bought and sold con- 
tracts. The county officers were but his 
clerks, compelled, through fear of dismissal 
and induced by liberal payments of money, 
to swear to, sign, officially approve, allow, and 
order paid whatever bill he might present 
against the county. These bills were al- 
ways paid. Contractors made arrangements 
with Pxrtotat by which the county officers 
should certify to bills in which the quantities 
supplied were greatly exagerated. The 
funds arising from these frands were the 
grand corruption fund, aggregating from 
$40,000 to $70,000 a year. Prnronat was 
the Boss. All persons party to the frauds 
drew their shares from PRRIOLAT, who, draw- 
ing all the money from the County Treasury, 
was the Treasurer of the Rmg. We suppose 
the Grand Jury had some difficulty in tracing 
this fraud,—the primary proof being in 
PrRio.at’s possession. It seems, however, 
that there has been aleak. Two at least of 
the sharers in the robbery have not only tes- 
tified of all they had personal knowledge, 
but they have furnished other testimony or 
pointed out where it maybe found. The re- 


sult is a break in the magic circle. The Ring 
has been broken, and, despite the statute of 
limitations, the Jury have found such an 
abundance of criminal transactions, begin- 
ning years ago and continuing down to the 
present week, that, in addition to the con- 
tractors, they indicted nine of the persons 
who have held the office of Commissioner 
within the period covered by the statute of 
limitations. We suppose there will be little 
difficulty in the way of establishing the guilt 
of the principal offenders, but all of them 
will now have an opportunity to be heard in 
their own defense. 

The Grand Jury, however, have perform- 
ed another public service. They have given 
a complete exposure of the way in which the 
public business is transacted, and the general 
corruption which governs in all branches 
of public expenditure under the County Com- 
missioners. The public may there read how 
the county is plundered, and may under- 
stand how the corruption is fostered at the 
public expense. It is unfortunate that the 
minority of the County Commissioners should 
be subjected, even generally, to the odium 
which must attach to the whole Board. The 
moral lesson isa plainone: That the people 
must do with that Board as it did with the 
late Common Council, and that is purify it 
at every election until the thieves have been 
all excluded. 

The fall of Pertouat, however, is a public 
blessing. It destroys the unity of the dis- 
honest gang. It leaves them, for a time at 
least, without a chief, without a treasurer. 
Once broken, it is to be hoped that other 
branches of the service, which presumably 
are equally corrupt, may have the veil torn 
from them, and the guilty officers be brought 
to justice. 


MULLIGAN AND THE BLAINE LETTERS. 
We have endeavored in another article to 
make an intelligent digest of the present 
evidence in the investigation of the charges 
against Mr, Brams, and to define fairly and 
candidly ita bearing upon his candidature for 
the Presidency, Motta statement yes- 
terday morning relative to the al letters 
which he had in his possession and the man- 
ner in which these were taken from him after 
he had appeared before the Committee the 
(lay before, is a moat remarkable contribution 
to the case, In the absence of anything ex- 
eopt a general denial on the part of raten, 
and particularly so long an Ian inuten 
upon withholding these letters from the Com- 
mittee and the public, the truth of Moti. 
aan’s story cannot be reasonably questioned; 
and, if true, of course it makes Brat as a 
Presidential candidate an impossibility, 
Motta says that, after his first day's 
testimony, Ban sent for him and Fisuer; 
that Fisnen went, but that he (Motto) 
refused to go; that Buarne then came to him 
and begged in the most pitiful terms for the 
letters in his possession, saying that he was 
a ruined man if he did not get them, almost 
going on his knees in grief and despair, and 
even threatening suicide; that he permitted 
BLalxx to read the letters in the presence of 
Fisnernand Arzixs; that Biamez subsequently 
sought him out alone, asked to look at the 
letters again, and then retained them and re- 
fused to give them up. Mr. Buaine charac- 
terizes McLLIGAN’s statement as extravagant, 
but admits that he has the letters, and that 
he obtained them materially in the way de- 
scribed. He also refuses so far to give them 
over to the Committee, on the ground that 
there is nothing in them relating to the case 
in hand. Perhaps it would be as well to al- 
low the Committee to determine this. They 
can scarcely be private letters relating to 
social or domestic matters which Mr. Buiarve 
might reasonably desire to be withheld from 
the public view. If they are in relation to 
fair and honorable business transactions, we 
are at a loss to understand Mr. Biarne’s pur- 
pose in keeping them secret. The whole 
affair is strangely at variance with his rule 
about ‘‘ concealment ” and “ avoidance.” 
The circumstances under which Barner 
sought out Mvuiiiaan, and the fact of his 
obtaining and withholding the letters. which 
were in Mciuican’s possession, give a strong 
color of truth to Mu.iican’s version of their 
interview. There is no denying that. 
Ban should not have sought an interview 
with Morrioax at all under the circum- 
stances. But he was solicitous and per- 
sistent, first sending for Morton, then 
going to him and begging to read the letters, 
and subsequently, after Fisuzr and ATKINs 
had gone, obtaining them and refusing to 
return them. Moxa also says that 
Buiarng, besides appealing to him in the 
most solemn and affecting manner, made 
him a tender of a Consulship if he would 
say nothing about the letters. This Buarme 
denies, as he does the assertion that he ap- 
pealed to Mutiican 80 piteously and im- 
ploringly as the latter described. But it is 
hard to believe that Muuiican would manu- 
facture a story of this kind, and the fact 
romains that Bram went to him, obtained 
his letters, and refuses now to return them 
to Molin or give them to the Com- 


mittee. 
Now, the eighteen letters which Mr, Dram 


thus obtained may be as free from all refer- 
ence to this bond or any apeculative transac- 
tion at Lord Ongsranrieny's betters to his 
non, or Paospas Menruun's rhapeodies to the 
incognita; but the public will never be con- 
vinced that they do not contain reflections 
upon Mr, Ramses honor over his own aig- 
nature, until they shall have been spread bo- 
fore the world to disprove it, The ciroum- 
stances under which he obtained them, and 
the determination to withhold them, warrant 
the very worst construction that can be put 
upon the charges brought againatMr, Huan, 
and nothing which he ean say will be able to 
prevent such a result, In fact, unless he 
shall produce all these letters and put an en- 
tirely different phase upon the matter, it is 
not likely that Mr. rams name will be so 
much as suggested in the Cindnnati Con. 
vention, We still hope that the personal 
disyrace will be avoided by the future devel- 
opments, but we cannot see how the reool- 
lection of this affair can be wiped out. The 
people of the United States do not want 
a man who has been whimpering before 
aclerk for the return of his personal let- 
ters ; the situation is too suggestive of a bur- 
lesque to be carried through an entire cam- 
paign. 

The foreign dispatches referring to the 
Herzegovinian insurrection have been bur- 
dened for the last month or two with allu- 
sions to Niksic. As this place has occasioned 
rouch bloodshed, and has played a very im- 
portant part in the insurrection, and as few 
people have any idea of what Niksic may be 
or where it is, a brief statement, from the 
columns of the London Academy, will prove 
opportune. It is a fortress staading on a 
plain about four square miles in ertent, situ- 
ated in Southeastern Herzegovina, near the 
Montenegran frontier. The level country in 
the environs of Niksic was inhabited chiefly 
by Mussulmen, the town containing only a 
few wretched buildings. The fert itself is 
surrounded by a wall 6 feet thick and 24 
feet high, built of stone. The armament 


consists of 20 old-fashioned guns, the bar- 
racks will accommodate 800 men, and the 
blockhouses 2,500 more. Last December it 
was revictualed by Raour Pasa, who forced 
a passage with 12,000 men from Belek 
through the pass to the Niksic plain, and 
since then it has received nothing. The 
Academy says: 

Strategically, Nikeic isa place of great impor- 
tance, hence the eagerness displayed by the Turks 
to relieve it and raise the siege, if possible, et any 
cost, for it stands at the junction of two roads 
leading from Herzegovina to Montenegro. If it 
were to fall into the hands of the insurgents it 
would strengthen their position on the immediate 
borders of Montenegro, and once established here 
the Turks would have the greatest difficulty in driv- 
ing them out. 

KIMBERLY’S SQUEAL. 

% Rattle his bones over the stones, it's on- 
ly a pauper whom nobody owns.” Following 
the example of Mr. Jacopn Renu, Mr. Gzoros 
S. Krusgrty, Warden of the County Poor- 
House and Insane Asylum, in order, if possi- 
ble, to escape the Penitentiary, has, in the 
Ring parlance of the day, laid down” on 
his pals and “‘ squealed.” To put it in 
more appropriate English, he has confessed 
how the County Ring, composed of contract- 
ors of whom PerrrouatT is chief, of County 
Commissioners, and of himself as the tool of 
the rest, have been robbingthe county ; how 
they have robbed the paupers and the insane 
by stripping their backs and starving their 
bellies ; and how they have held high carni- 
val while their victims have suffered. It will 
be rembered that it was this Mr. Gzonoz 8. 
KIMBERLY who voted 256 of these paupers last 
fall for his pals of the County Ring, who 
were engaged in starving them, and who 
now turns States evidence, hoping to save 
his own precious hide, 

The report of the last Grand Jury fore- 
shadowed what this squealing witness has 
revealed. It produced a conviction of the 
guilt of the Ring in the public mind; Km. 
unt establishes the guilt with his damn- 
ing facta, That report brought out damag- 
ing suspicions which could not ripen into in- 
(ictmenta, owing to the perjury of witnesses 
under intimidation of the Ring; but Mr, 
Kiuunm has given the bottom facta from 
which the suspicions arose, and they confirm 
the statement of the last Grand Jury, that 
there are sundry contractora and County 
Commiasionera who ought to be in the Peni. 
tentiary. It ia due to the present Grand 
Jury to credit it with doing all that it can to 
wond them there. Mr, Kimarnny’s story 
bears all the impross of truth, and is corrob- 
orated by other witnesses. Prntotat was 
the Merutstorutiues who owned this Favor, 
and he approached Fausr at the outset just 
as Faber approached Manoverarrs, with a 
little present. Other presents followed, 
and then came some money, which 
was salved over with sympathy for his pov- 
erty and small salary. More money fol- 
lowed, and, little by little, Kimperiy found 
himself drawn into the Ring. Then the toils 
closed around him, and KnENI— Tweak, 
easy-going, unscrupulous KImMBERLY—was as 
completely in the clutches of PrrionaT as a 
man inthe slimy embrace of a devil-fish. 
The capture of Kmrseriy opened the doors 
of the Poor-House and Insane Asylum to 
these cormorants, and they flocked in like 
vultures to their filthy feast, and fastened 
upon the paupers, idiots, and maniacs like 
leeches, and commenced the work of strip- 
ping them. The modus operandi was very 
simple. Kirwserity would make his requisi- 
tion for supplies for the Asylum upon Pr- 
RIOLAT, naming twice the amount wanted. 
The convenient Board passed upon the or- 
der, and it was turned over to PnioLAr, who 
would fill as much of it as he saw fit, accom- 
panying the goods with a memorandum 
of the amount actually delivered, 
not ordered, so that the subordinates 
should not detect this steal. The memo- 
randum was then sent back. The quantity 
doubled or trebled at will, a bill was made 
out, and the memorandum destroyed. By 
this snug little process, Kmrperty has been 
realizing from $6,000 to $8,000 per annum, 
and would have had more had it not been 
for Pertonat’s perfidy. Of course a man 
who would cheat the paupers would cheat 
their keeper. Perionat realized about 
$25,000 per annum, and then it is said there 
were about $25,000 divided among members 
of the County Board who were accessories to 
this robbery of the county, this despoiling 
of the paupers, this swindling of idiots. 
Under the operation of this simple process, 
Perioiat and his conspirators furnished the 
paupers in a sumptuous manner with musty 
beans, rotten meat, sour bread, muddy 
coffee, stinking molasses, execrable soup, 
clothed them in scant shoddy,—gave them, 
in fact, just enough to keep the breath of 
life going in their lean bodies, some- 
times not enough. It is easy to starve 
an idiot; it is not very difficult 
to starve a pauper. Sometimes the pauper 
died and then he was tumbled into a hole. 
Meanwhile these scoundrels were holding 
high carnival and rioting on their stealings, 
They lived in full-blown clover upon their 
plunder, but their days of riot and revel are 
now over, The handwriting is on the wall, 
and justice comes to claim her own, Nine 
County Commissioners, the Poor-House 
Warden, and three contractors atand indicted 
by the Grand Jury for conspiracy to dofrand 
Cook County, This ia a good beginning in 
the work of reform, Now let other Grand 
Juries follow up where the last two have 
left off, Let the work go on until the last 
voatige of corruption is wiped out and the 
last conspirator ia safely landed in the Poni. 
tentiary, The whole community will 
breathe freer for the work of this Jury, It 
begina to look as if this infamous Ring was 
amashed at last, If there is a vestige of it 
left, let the next Grand Jury root it out, 


The alight hold that Rates has on the Whis- 
ky Ring crowd in this eity, who secured him 
half a dozen delegates, ts shown by the alacrity 
with which they rushed to unl him yeater- 
day after reading the damaging revelations con- 
tained in the testimony of Mutiioan, of 
Boston. They threw up the sponge at once, 
and announced their intention of dropping him 
and concentrating on some other candidate, 
The regular organ of the whisky thieves is for 
ConKLino, although they don’t like his hard- 
money sentiments. The little twlight tender, 
of the Whisky-Thieves’ Organ is for ConKLING 
while Gen. MeAxrnon and the crowd whom he 
acts with are for Morton. The Rev. Rosgrt 
InoRwRSOLL, of Peoria, who is a delegate for the 
State at large, is said to be warmly for Morton, 
and ready to drop BLAINE any minute.

teorology, chemistry, ete. The Loan Exhibition 
is, however, much mere than a mere display 
of mechanical aids im science. It naturally 
attracts scientific men from all quarters of the 
globe, and leads to an exchange of views and 
information that in reality makes it, perhaps, 
the most important scientific congress ever as- 
sembled. Regret is expressed by the English press 
that America is so engrossed with her Centennial 
that she hes contributed nothing to the Loan 
Exhibition, more particularly as much was 
hoped for inthe way of apparatus used in geo- 
logical and astronomical explorations. The 
most important result probably of the Exhibi- 
tion will be comprised in an official series of ar- 
ticles giving the history of the applic&tions of 
mechanical aparatus in science from the carlicst 
period down to the present time. 


The report of the Commissioners appointed 
by the Secretary of the Interior to investigate 
the charge preferred by one Otney, of New 
York, against Patent-Office Examiner Dr. R. G, 
DyYRENFURTH, fully and completely exonerates 
Dr. DyrEnrurTH. In the report the Commis- 
sioners express regret that it is not within their 
power to inflict suitable punishment upon OL- 
wey for having recklessly and without cause 
brought the charges in question against Dr- 
RENFURTH.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 1.—The Knights 
Templar parade, which took place to-day in this 
city, was one of the largest demonstrations ever 
made by the Order.

BLAINE'’#® STATEMENT. 

At the conclusion of Mulligan's examination Mr. 
Blaine made the following statement under oath: 

This witness opened his statement this morning 
Dy detailing some facts in regard to the possesion 
dy him of certain letters which came inte my pos- 
session. To begin where he did, I received, 
throngh a third party, a telegram on Monday stat- 
ing that Fisher and Mulligan were on their way 
as witnesses, the latter unfriendly. Just at

matter and the Adams letter. Fisher called, Mul- 
ligan not wanting to call. I called at the Riggs 
House, and found Mulligan agg Ry a barber's 
chair. I shook hands with him. eare not new 
acquaintances. I have known him twenty-five 
years, and duri the period he was associated 
with my wife’s brother in business in 
Boston, and Mulligan was the confidential clerk for 
many years of another brother of my wife's in 
business, so that I knew the parties intimately. 
Fisher intimated that Mulligan had these letters, 
and, without distinctly saying so, he gave me to 
understand that be was not in the least reluctant 
to get them all out, whether * bore upon the 
matter under investigation ornot. I didnitconverse 
with Mulligan at all until yesterday, when I discov- 
ered, I thought, a very great readiness on his 
part to travel ont of the record, and 
tell a ‘good many things relating to my 
private business which did not belong at all to the 
subject of investigation, and seeing that! didn't 
want to go into those matters until I could have a 
little conversation with him on the subject, I 
thought it was highly 1 — and unjust that be 
should do so. because it broadened the field of ex- 
amination and prevented my having a report or 
verdict upon the cafe. 

The Committee Was adjourned by Judge Law- 
rence’s request, after 1 had spoken with him. Af- 
ter 2 I called on three gentlemen—At- 
kin: er, and Mulligan, at the Riggs House, and 
in the rlor Atkins had some conversation 
with Mulligan about these letters, and asked him to 
shyw them tome. He did show them with some 
apparent reluctance. I said to him, Bui | you 
are not afraid of my keeping them, are you?” and 
he said No, and handed them to me.

I 
can’t touch it.“ This, he avers, meant that, 
the Northern Pacific Railroad being a land- 
grant road chartered by Congress, he could not 


doubtless, be coming frequently to Congress 
for legislation of one kind and another, 
The settlers along the line of the Norther 


Pacific Railroad have been represented here for 
months past by agents who are urging the 
House Committee on Public Landa to investi 
gate the operations of the Lake Superior &

It will be observed by Maine's letter to Fisher 
that he says: Te whole road le divided into 
twonty-four shares, of which day Cooke & Co, 
have twelve.’ Now, it la very well understood 
here by those who are acquainted with the in- 
aide history of the Northern Pacific, that theae 
twenty-four shares were placed where they would 
ilo the most good. day ke & Co, made the ar- 
rangement and manipulated the scheme with capi- 
taliste ae well as withCongressmen. Twelve of the 
twenty-four shares were placed with capitalleta in 
diferent sections of the country, whose standing in 
the financial world, as well as their political inhu- 
ence, would be serviceable to Jay Cooke & Co. in 
placing the bonds of the Company on the market as 
well as in controlling Congress. Smith, President 
of the Vermont Central Railroad Company, and his 
friends took one interest; Tom Scott, of the Penn- 
syivania Central Kailroad, aud his friends another; 
Geo W. Cass, President of the Pittsburg & 

ne Kailroad Company, and his friends two 

8; Hooper and his friends two shares; W. 
G. Farge another; Wilham Windom, Bill King, 
and other Minnesota capitalists, represented by 
them, one share; and the other shares were allotted 
as follows: Thad Stevens, one in the name of 
Riley; Blaine, one in the name of Stewart; John 
Sherman, one in the name of Cooke. The twelve 
shares Jay Cooke & Co. held were drawn upon for 
allotments to the army of lobbyists they had em- 
ployed here from time to time. One share was di- 
vided through Edmunds, Postmaster at Washing- 
ton, and Sam Wilkeson had another to split up 
among his friends. Dentand Paige got their in- 
terest through Thad Stevens’ man Riley. Smiler 
Colfax did business directly with the Cookes, as 
did John Sherman. There were 1. , 000 of 
stock of railroad to be divided among these twenty- 
four shares, and an equal amount oi the Lake Su- 
perior & Puget Sound Land Company stock, as 
well asa y number of the 7.30 first-mortgage 
bonds, which came through another Credit Mobilier 
called a Construction Company, which built the 
road, taking all the bonds per mile therefor and 
dividing the surpius bonds over and above the cost 
of the road among the ground-floor stockholders. 
Each one of these twenty-four interests was en- 
titled to $3, 375, 000 of the railroad company stock, 
und a like amount of the Sound Company stock, 
making in all $6,750,000. The following passage 
in Blaine's letter to Fisher needs explanation: 

Blaine says: All such chances as this [his 
offer to Fisher], since Jay Cooke got the road, have 
been accompanied with the obligation to take a 
large amount of the bonds at 90, and hold them 
not less than three years. It will be observed 
there are no such conditions attached to Blaine’s 
offer to Fisher. This is conclusive as to one thing, 
viz.; that the interest he was offering was part of 
the one-twenfy-fourth interests which the Cookes 
did not contro 

Now, how as to this Lake Superior & — — 
Sound Land Gempany’ It was an organization 
with the same stockhoiders and the same efticers 
asthe Northern Pacific Railroad Company, and 
with about the same capital. The object of it 
was to take not only all the land granted the 
Railroad Company, but to gobble up also all the 
choice lands not granted. he Railroad Company 
was to have every odd-numbered section of land 
along the line of the road for 40 miles wide, 20 
miles on each side of the track, and, if any of 
these sections had been — — they were to 
de made good to the Railroad Company out of any 
of the public lands in any of the States and Terri- 
tories through which the road passed. The Land 
Company a contract with the Railroad Company 

to take allof the lands granted to it at a certain 

rice if it wanted them, and in addition to this it 
ocated ail the town sites along the line of the road 
and gobbled up all the good land iu the neighbor- 
h of these town sites. To accomplish this it 
had a small army of pre-emptors to whom it paid a 
regular salary and furnished outfits and subsist- 
ence. This business of course required some cap- 
tal, and hence the stockholders of the Fand Com- 
pany had to pay assessments. The manner in 
which these hired pre-emptors operated was shown 
in legal contests between the Land Company and 
the setilers in regard to town site of Bismarck.

When his letter was 
written, every acre that the Compauy owned, or 
could prospectively acquire under iwc r, Was

which the attack upon Mr, Blaine has revived, cer- 
taln lending facts may at thie moment be usefully 
put upon record, 

The Northern Pacific Nallroad was originally 
chartered by Congress Induly, indé, From that 
time until January, I, the corporation strug: 
gied for an existence, Ihe proprietors had not 
means to carry it on, They were obliged to Inter: 
eat capltaliate and Influential men in the enterprise, 
and finally they sold it to Gov, J, Gregory Binith 
and three four associates ja the New England 
Ntates,—W. II. Ogden, J, Kdgar Thamaon, George 
W. Cass, the New York & Erie allroad Company, 
the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad Company, 
Kdward Keilly, and the associated express comp: 
nies represented by Fargo, Cheney, and the Mar- 
neys. There parties divided the property, what- 
ever it was, into twelve shares. Jay Cooke ac- 
quired his interest in May, 18600, when the shares 
were increased eighteen, he taking eix. In Jaun 
aty, 1870, six more shares were added, and Jay 
Cooke's interest was increased to twelve shares, 
The legislation under which the Company actually 
went to work was obtained during the sex- 
sion of 1870. It authorized the Company to 
mortgage the road, to issue bonds, and also to 
construct a branch road. To ovtain cash for 
beginning the construction of the road Jay Cooke, 
as the tinancial agent, projected a pool” for 

.000,000, and to stimulate subscriptions for 
bonds to this amount he used a large portion of his 
own stock by way of bonus to the subecnbers. In 
this way he floated $5,000,000 of bonds at par. 
The building of the road then began. 

The story that a construction company was 
formed for this purpose has no foundation in truth. 
The road, 80 far as it went, was built by contract, 
and the contractors were paidincash. Equally 
erroncous is the statement that a ring, known as 
the Lake Superior & Puget Sound Land Com- 
pany, was formed inside the Northern Pacitic Com- 
pany, and acquired the control of its lands. An 
organization thus called was formed, with a paid- 
up cash capital of $1,000,000. Its purpose 
was to deal in town-sites and farm-lands, 
and in timber-lands’ and coal properties 
on the Pacific coast. Thi land company ac- 
quired altogether 57,000 acres, only five of 
which it bought from the Northern Pacific. The 
56,905 acres were Government lands, bought from 
the Government in the ordinary manner. What 
lands individual members of the Company pur- 
chased from the Northern Pacilic is not known; 
the only obtainable information upon this point 
being that nothing was purchased except in the 
open market, or without being paid for at fixed 
rates in cash or nds. Some three years ago, 
when scandal first cropped out upon this subject, 
the Directors of the Northern Pacific took measures 
to prevent the acquisition of town sites by the 
Lake Superior & get Sound Company, and 
negotiations were entered into which resulted in 
the extinction of the latter organization and the 
acquisition of its property by and for the Northern 
Pacific. This property formed part of the assets of 
the road, and with ite franchises, ite equipment, 
and its lands, passed into the hands of the bond- 
holders at the foreclosure sale, and thence into 
the possession of the reorganized Company which 
ie now in operation. 9 

This recital of facts may give some clew to stock 
which may have been available for speculative 

a at any time since January, 1870. The 
feck of the Company, it is understood, show onl 
the holders of the preferred stock, into which all 
but a fractionai amount of the bonds have been 
converted. The stock referred to by Mr. Blame in 
his letter to Fisher was the original common stock, 
which carried none of the privileges he claimed for 
it. The twelve original proprietary interests which 
have been designated owned one-half of this stock, 
and what they have done with it, how much of it 
they hold, and how mach they have sold—only 
they can tell.

NO FURTHER REDUCTION. 

Contrary to general expectations the anticipated 
further reduction in passenger rates to the East 
was not made yesterday, but there is no doubt that 
it will be made within a day or two. There is no 
concord of action between the various roads leading 
to the East, and though they all have announced 
the same rates and adopted the same rules 
for the sale of reduced tickets, yet 
each road is trying to get ahead 
of the other, and some are making extra conces- 
cions to engers. According to the rules 
adopted, fire reduced tickets are limited te five 
days, and bagguge has to be checked th 
Baltimore & Ohio now announces that it will give 
lay-over tickets and check ge to any point 
desired. Some of the other roads were getting 
around the rules yesterday by sellin — . 
tickets for first-class rides. These tickets are now 
the same to New York as the reduced first-class 
tickets, but they are unlimited, which is quite an 
advantage to parties who like to stop over at vari- 
ous points. The General Ticket and Passenger 
Agents of the roads leading from this city to the 
East held a meeting yesterday c oon 

the purpose of coming to some 
ment as regards the sale of tickets, 
but nothing could be accomplished. The 
resultof the meeting has been telegraphed to 
the managers of the roads atthe East, and their 
advice asked for. An order for another large re- 
duction is looked for, 

The present war is likely to extend to 
roads also. The Toledo, Wabash 4 Western, and 
Indianapolis, Bloomington & Western Railroads 
have made a large reduction from al) the Western 
points they reach. The Western lines leading out 
of Chicago have already given orders te follow the 
reduction from the competing points. They will, 
however, have to reduce from all points, if they 
mean to keep their business, as the cross lines are 
gctting waked up, and will try to catch all the 

estern traific they can. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad has reduced the rates 
from New York west to Chicago to $15, and all the 
other roads have followed suit.

THE MARKETS. 

The feading produce markets were steadier yester- 
day (with the exception of barley) and generally 
less active, with a downward tendency in wheat, 
and a firmer feeling In provisions, and other grain. 
The first day of the month was marked by much 
less activity in deliveries than usual. Very little 
produce was carried round in the morning, and not 
much in the afternoon, those of pork and lard tak- 
ing the lead. Hence there was very little offering 
of property by parties who were obliged to sell. 
Most of the June deals seemed to have been not 
only provided for, but settled up. The weather was 
unsettled, and the aspect of the skies denoted more 
rain, but this was rather favorable to the growing 
crops than otherwise. Thy receipts were fair, and 
the arrangements to ship out produce were moder- 
ate in volume. 

The market for domestic dry goods had no special- 
ly new features. There was about the same amount 
of orders through the mails, and the number of 
bayers present in person also was not noticeably 
leas than on the earlier days of the week. At the 
late revision in prices the market presents a fairly 
steady tone. Groceries were ordered with a eatis- 
factory degree of freedom, and, as on the preced- 
ing days of the week, the market presented a firm 
and healthy tone. No price changes were noted, 
nor are any important changes imminent. The 
butter market still shows considerable activity, and 
for a number of days past there has been little or 
no accumulation of stock here. Cheese was quoted 
quiet and steady at the recent decline, with sales 
at Cone for poor to best. In the fish and dried 
fruit market the situation was the same as fur two 
or three days previous. No changes calling for 
special mention were noted in the leather, coal, 
wood, bagging, and tobacco markets. 

The cargo lumber market was fairly active and 
steady. The yard trade continues to improve, and 
the quoted prices are usually adhered to. Hard- 
ware was ip better demand and steadier, and there 
is a prospect that some of the metals will advance 
soon. Wool was again quoted dull and weak, the 
offerings being chiefly old wool, for which the de- 
mand is limited. Manufacturers, expecting lower 
prices, are disposed to defer purchasing as long as 
possible, and confine their orders to small lots for 
immediate use. Broom-corn remains steady, un- 
der a fair outside demand. Seeds were a little 
more lively, and some descriptions were stronger. 
Poultry was dull and weak, and eggs slow but 
steady. 

Lake freights were rather quiet, at unchanged 
rates, at about 2½ for corn and 2X¥c for wheat to 
Buffalo, with 5\%c asked for corn to Kingston.

The barley corner has terminated as most people 
expected it would,—in a nominal victory for the 
party manipulating it, and a possibility that the 
conclusion thes arrived at will be disputed success- 
fully. The corner has been run in spite of the rule 
against corners, and it is understood to be the in- 
tention of the leading long to take broad issue 
with the rules. The deal was theoretically wound 
up yesterday by the purchase of 60,000 bu on 
account of whom it may concern,” the price paid 
being 80c per bu. Grave doubts were expressed 
in regard to the healthfulness of the transaction 
alluded to. It is not denied that the 
one party bought from the other, and a check giv- 
en therefor; but the mystery was why any one 
firm should be willing te hold 60,000 bu of No. 2 
barley into June when it might have been sold in 
May at 80c. Wedonot know that the transaction 
wae irregular, but there is so much feeling on the 
subject that it would be only fair to all parties to 
investigate the matie?. If all be square there 
should be no objection to a searching inquiry, 
which can harm no one if there has been no such 
thing as a fictitious purchase or sale.“ 

The price of No. 2 barley in this market for de- 
livery before 11 o'clock yesterday morning was al- 
leged to be 80c per ba, while seller June was quot- 
edat56éc. There was a clear difference of 24c per 
bu, representing the extent of what may be called 
the cornering process. If our No. 2 barley were 
what it ought to be under the rules“ for inspec- 
tion it certainly Ought to be worth 80c per bu. with 
wheat at $1.03@1.04. But experts say itis not 
worth eo much, and in that belief the market was 
sold short to such an extent as to enable one firm 
to corner the article. 

Tue barley corner only adds one to the numerous 

proofs of the claim that some legislation is neces- 
sary for the prevention of corners in produce. 
Without some euch check capitalists may combine 
to run up prices to fabulous figures, and claim ex- 
tortionate damages for non- fulfillment of contract. 
Asa rule, short sellers do not eombine In this way; 
but they can and do act in concert sufficiently to 
depress prices at times below the point which 
would be fair to the producer. Each side does the 
best it can for itself; each is like a corporation to 
the extent that it has no soul or sympathy, and 
each shonid be allowed to ride rampant only within 
certain limite. The man who wonld sell barley 
down till it was salable only at the price paid for 
manure, and he who would forestall the market to 
exact the weight of the barley in silver, are equally 
open to censure as are the two bullies who break 
the peace by fighting tn the streets. Neither should 
be protected at the expense of the other. 

The existence of a rule permitting either party 
to throw up his barley contracts on the payment of 
(say) 10 per cent of the contract price, would 

y have prevented not only the barley cor- 
ner of May, 1876, but also the extreme bearing 
movement of a previous month, which furnished 
the temptation to run the corner aforesaid. There 
can de no doubt of this, and little doubt that the 
establishment of euch a rule for future guidance 
would be a great commercial benefit. If, how- 
ever, the Board of Trade cannot agree upon such a

Destruction of the Lincoln Block 
on Lake Street. 


Narrow Escape from a Widespread 
and Costly Conflagration. 


The Total Loss Estimated to Be 
About $66,000. 


Yesterday added another to the long list of 
ous co us that have occurred in 

this city, and again the scene was Lake street, a 
street that is ever to be remembered for large 
fires. The list has not been allowed to aceumu- 
late very rapidly during the past two or three 
years, for which all due thanks should be 
eendered to a well-o Fire Department. 
Still further thanks are due to them for the 
manner in which they subdued the last fierce 
outburst of the flames, thereby saving 
nearlf a half-million of property. While the 
terrific thunder, lighntning, and rain-storm of 
last evening was raging at its highest, the 
alarm from Box 4, located at the corner of 
Water street and Fifth avenue, brought out the 
Department, and also such people as could con- 
quer their antipathy to rain. The alarm was 
sounded at 7:40 o’clock, and was caused by the 
discovery of fire in the mixing-room of the 
Palut-factory of J. F. Warren & Co., located in 
rear of the Lincoln Block,” on the north-
